During the past year there were 1,233,246,- 
000 cigars manufactured in the United States 
At ten cents each, average retail price, they 
would cost smokers $158,224,000, and yet 
there are more who smoke pipes than cigars. 

The preseaut annual production of tobacco 
has been estimated at 4,900,000,000 pounds 
Suppose it all made into cigars, one hundred 
to the pound, it would produce 410,000, 00,- 
000 of cigars. Allowing this tobacco, un- 
manufactured, to cost on the average ten 
cents a pound, we have $400,000 000 expended 
every year on the weed. At least one and a 
half times as much more is required to manu- 
facture it into a marketable form, and dis- 
pose of it to the consumer. So the world 
expends one thousand millions of dollars on 
an acquired habit.

Ravages in the Cotton. 


Wooren Sration, Lux Co., Ga., Aug., 28. 
Major 8. B. Wght: 

EAR oad os reply to yours of the 26th 
instant i will state our most fearful] appre- 
hensions of the caterpillar have already been 
realized. Never in my life have I seen such 
destruction of a cotton crop. Ten days ago

uction of my crop at from 90 to 100 
Now, I see very little prospect of 
over 50 buier. Icon with ee 
the lows by the caterpillar is alr not less 
than 4) per cent. The cotton flelds look as 
if a heavy frost bad falign upon them. You 
may form some idea of the numbers of the 
dreadfui pest when [ teil you that incident- 
ally I plucked a cotton leaf and counted thir- 
teen caterpillarsuponit. This was not at all 
unusual. Hundreds of millions would giv 
ou an inadequate conception of their num- 
rs. The air is 80 polluted by the nauseous 
effluvia that emanates from them that it is 
exceedingly unpleasant to travel the public 
roads, and while sitting in my verandah after 
t the air is reeking with their disgusting 
or. Nearly my entire crop is denuded of 
ite foliage and blooms, and now they are 
spending their enetgies upon the small bolis. 
The late cotton throughout this section, 
which is supposed to be about 25 per cent, 
will not make a bale to ten acres. This state- 
ment will apply to the oak and hickory lands. 
In the pine lands the loss will probably ex- 
ceed from 25 to 83 1-3 per cent. 
’ For weeks past the plant had stopp 4 
growing anu putting on fruit, and there io 
very little food for the caterpillar. The 
weed is generally small in the pine lands, 
and the fruit correspondingly so, excepting 
where the land has been pretty heavi- 
ly fertilized. This is not a blind 
sensational statement, but the facts 
are patent to all who will take the trouble to 
inform themselves by personal inspection, 
and thousands of dollars would not repay 
me for the loss that I have already ex- 
perience,
